.it tail paces through their recognised Associations or through State 
Governments , 

(e) to investigate and deport on the best methods of marketing handloom 
products ; 

,(dj to undertake research particularly into markets and improvement of 
production ; 

(ej to advise on the allocation of the handloom development fund ear- 
marked by the Government of India for the furtbei mice of the 
interests oi the handloom industry; 

(1) to report, when necessary, on conditions in the handloom industry.
